At the same time, 
his partner, Frankie Lake, was so- 
journing in the Du Page county lock- 
up at Wheaton, where the father of 
Red Grange, Frankie’s favorite ath- 
lete, wields the master key. 

The two almost inseparable pals 
were committed to the two places of 
confinement by Federal Judge James 
H. Wilkerson following the windup of 
the Cook county jail scandal case at 
noon yesterday.. The judge denied the 
motion that they be released on bail 
pending his decision in the Hoffman- 
Westbrook - Druggan-Lake contempt 
proceedings. The decision will be 
handed down Oct. 14 at 2 o’clock, 
the jurist announced from the bench. 

Terry got the best break, according 
to persons who have visited both jails. 
With one exception, the Sycamore in- 
stitution is reputed to be the best 
county jail in Illinois. It has a beauti- 
ful lawn, there are lace curtains on 
‘the windows of the cell house, and a 
| spacious emergency cell known as the 
blue room, once the quarters of Mike 
‘de Pike Heitler and other well known 
Chicago bootleggers. 

A Hot Prisoner.

Also, it was 
not possible to afford the privacy that 
Terry gets at Sycamore.

Judge Wilkerson, at the close of the 
contempt hearing in his court, failed 
to throw any rays of sunshine to break 
up the clouds of gloom that have hung 
over those who had hoped to see Sher- 
iff Peter M. Hoffman and Capt. Wes- 
ley H. Westbrook exonerated.

| Pay $62,697 to William Cooper Procter 
by a jury in Judge Thomas W. Slick’s 
court yesterday after it had had this 
noted controversy over campaign 
funds under consideration for 22 hours. 
This is the full amount for which 
Mr. Procter sued his old friend and co- 
worker in the campaign of Gen. Leon- 
ard Wood for President, a piece of 
political adventuring which Col. Proc- 
ter now admits was the “work of 
amateurs.” In addition to paying half 
of the $100,000 note which Col. Sprague 
signed in 1920, he must pay 5 per cent 
interest from the date of signature. 

A motion for a new trial was entered 
immediately by Col. Sprague’s attor- 
neys. Mr. Procter had retured to Cin- 
cinnati and neither principal was in 
court when the jury worked its way 
out of the political and financial puzzle 
into the daylight of a verdict. 

Jury Asks Second Instructions. 
When the jurors first voted Thurs 
day evening they were 4 for Sprague 
and 4 for Procter, with 4 undecided. 
From that time on, they wavered back 
and forth. Once they were 9 to 3 for 
Sprague. They did not reach a verdict 
until they had returned to.court and 
had been given instructions a second 
time. 

This decision may open the way for 
Mr. Procter, the “ angel” of the Wood 
campaign, to recover a pro rata share 
of more than $500,000 which he ad- 
vanced during the cainpaign. He has 
filed suit in the Superior court against 
Znembers of the Woods campaign com- 
mittee. Among these are James R. 
Garfield of Cleveland, Norman Gould 
of New York, Col. Wilson B. Burtt, 
Horace G. Stebbins, Thomas J. Miller 
and Fred Stanley.

SANK $500,000 
IN BAD STOCKS 


$400,000 Realty Chief 
Asset _of Estate. 


Almost all the investments of the 
late Commodore Ferdinand W. Peck, 
Chicago’s oldest and most distinguished 
citizen, were listed as worthless in an 
inventory filed yesterday before Joseph 
F. Geary, assistant to Probate Judge 
Horner. 

Value of the estate was placed at 


$400,000, according to the petition filed 
by the commodore’s sons, Ferdinand 
W. Peck Jr. and Clarence K. Peck, ad- 
ministrators. If all the bonds and 
stocks owned by Mr. Peck were worth 
their par value and notes and bills 
could be collected (the inventory says 
they probably could not) the estate 
would have been worth nearly $1,000,- 
000, it was estimated. 


Mine and Oil Stocks Worthless. 


Thousands of worthless shares of 
silver and copper mining comparics 
are listed in the inventory. Of] stouk 
worth thousands of dollars par value 
was stamped “desperate” by the ap- 
praisers. Real estate owned by Mr. 
Peck comprised most of the $400,000 
estimate of the total value .

Mr. Peck was largely responsible for 
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the erection of the Chicago Auditor- 
ium. Nearly 80,000 shares of the Chi- 
cago <Auditorium association were 
owned by him at the time of his 


death in November, 1924. These shares 
were declared of doubtful value. 

Promissory notes and interests in 
pending law stiits, all regarded as 
doubtful, totaled more than $100,000. 
Bills receivable and open acco , Con- 
sidered valueless by the app) , 
amounted to $138,200. Mr. Peck's in- 
vestments in bonds amounted to $277.- 
300. The appraisers doubted if any 
of them were worth a cent.

The Morning World of New York is out with 
an editorial broadside headed “Wilbur Must Go.” 

Considering that the World is about the most 
hidebound party organ among conspicuous Demo- 
cratic newspapers, this imperative will lose con- 
siderable force with Americans disposed to think 
coolly in the aeronautics controversy.’ It has been 
clear for some time that if the World had its way 
not only Mr. Wilbur. would go but all of Mr. Cool- 
idge’s cabinet would go and Mr. Coolidge also, to 
be replaced presumably by a Democratic states-

What impresses us in the World’s remarks on 
Wilbur is the magnanimous self-restraint which 
has withheld it from demanding Mr. Wilbur's 
prosecution for homicide on the ground that he is 
culpably responsible for the deaths of Commander 
Lansdowne and his crew and for the lives lost 
in the 8-51. Evidently the World is convinced 
that Mr. Wilbur personally arranged to have the 
Shenando&h crippled and then sent into a storm 
region; that in an effort to commend himself to 
the President's thrift he prevented Commander 
Rodgers from taking *enough gasoline, and that 
he palmed off defective lights on the 8-51. 

Obviously, such an individual must go, and, as 
the World remarks regretfully, in Europe no min- 
istry could survive the storm of righteous indig- 
nation which an exposure of such incompetence 
and downright turpitude would raise.

Mr. Sargent’s interest in the matter is clear, 
for it is his railroad which is among those suffer- 
ing directly by the diversion of trade through the 
Panama canal. The interest of the general public 
is not so clear, but is just as fundamental. The 
‘midwest depends on railroad transportation. The 
railroads are seeking higher rates, one of the chief 
reasons being the canal competition. The people 
_of the middle west, already sharing the cost of the 
canal, must bear the burden of poor railroad serv- 
ace or of the rate increase. 

Mr. Sargent asks an ‘‘even break” for the rail- 
roads. We think that is all he is asking when 
he suggests that the Panama canal be put on a 
business. basis. The figures he cites show that 
the government invested $443,000,000 in digging 
through the isthmus. The official report on the 
canal earnings show that it made a profit of about 
$16,000,000 in 1924. But, as Mr. Sargent points 
out, that profit woul@ be transformed into a $12,- 
000,000 deficit were the canal conducted along busi- 
ness lines, as it should be. 

On the $506,000,000 Invested in his railroad, says 
Mr. Sargent, the government will collect in taxes 
this year about $10,000,000, or something like two 
per cent. In addition "the road is expected to pay 
dividends. Mr. Sargent wants to know, and log- 
ically, why the canal, a rival transportation sys- 
tem, should not be required to pay two per cent in 
taxes and say four per cent on the investment. 

With the aid of the canal and its low charges, 
coast fo coast shippers are able to dispatch their 
goods more cheaply by water than by rail. It was 
largely the fault of the Panama canal that roads 
like the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul and the 
Chicago and Alton were thrown into the receivers’ 

What it amounts to is the granting of a dis- 
criminatory federal aid to the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts, with the middle west not only helping pay 
the bill but losing its own trade in the bargain. 


THE CRIME OF BOXING.

FOR MORE AND BETTER 
| JAILS. 


Recent developments around here emphasize the 
need for more jails, five or six more splendid new 
jails at least for the Chicago district. The county 
is getting ready to build one on the southwest side, 
but that will not be enough. We think the federal 
government—which is filling up our present jail 
with its prisoners—ought to do its share. For every 
jail the county builds, the government should build 
one. Let the federal government forget our new 
postoffice for the time being and concentrate on 
jails. 

Cook county is able to house its robbers and 
murderers, but it is asking too much to expect us 
to take care of all the bootleggers and jail officials 
besides. We haven’t the proper accommodations. 
When federal guests began to visit us in such great 
numbers we were confronted by an acute housing 
shortage. We had a few single rooms to spare, 
with and without bath, but we lacked an adequate 
number of kitchenette apartments and our guests 
didn’t like anything less commodious. We had to 
put some of them in the hospital and others in the 
unoccupied death cell, but they weren't satisfied 
with what we offered them and left in a huff to find 
more comfortable quarters on the Lake Shore 
drive. 

This is one of the most important jobs for the 
federal government: More .and better jails in all 
large cities—and especially in Chicago.

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DEVELOPMENT OF 


CHILDREN. 
MONG the facts disclosed by. Ter- 
man’s study of nearly two thou- 
sand very bright children in com- 
parison with average children were 
the following: 

The parents of the superior children 
Were rather old. 

The average age of the fathers at the 
birth of the superior children was 32.66 
years ; of the mothers, 28.48 years. This 
in confirmatory of investigations of a 
somewhat different kind by Caltell, Ellis, 
and Galton. The ages of parents at the 
time of birth of superior children was 
given as follows: Caltell, fathers 35, 
mothers 29.8; Galton, fathers 36, moth- 
eres 30, Ellis, fathers 37.1. 

The first born stood the best chance of 
being in the superior group. »

The superior children were superior 
from birth on. As babies they learned 
rapidly ; as preschool children they were 
bright, and when they got into school 
they excelled. 

The average number of children in the 

families of these superior children 
studied was 3.35. The study on this point 
and also on “The Only Child” is not 
wholly satisfactory. 
. The superior children group embraced 
fewer mouth breathers and fewer under- 
nourished children than did the control 
group. 

They slept longer and had fewer colds. 
Nevertheless, 43 per cent of them had 
enlarged cervical glands and one-half of 
one per cent had active tuberculosis.

Among the superior high School pupils 
18 per cent were rated as rous and 14 
per cent as having colds te htt But 
neither of these percentages were as high 
as were found for the same disorders 
among the control groups. 

Gainful employment outside of school 
did not seem to interfere ; with mental 
development; 16 per cent of the quperior 
boys had gainful employment outside the 
home and a like proportion inside the 
home, making 32 per cent, or practically 
one-third. : 

Two per cent ofthe girls made wages 
outside the home and 33 per cent were 
paid for services inside the home. The 
amounts earned varied from less than 
one dollar a week to the four hundred 
dollars a week earned by the movie star 
who was dropped from the study because 
her parents did not codperate. 

Of 57 boys who were classified by gain- 
ful occupations 30, or more than half, 
sold or delivered newspapers. 

City bred children were superior to the 
country bred in this study. 

The home surroundings of the superior

children were regarded as commonplace. 
They were not materially better than 
those of average children. 

The size of the family income was not 
greatly superior to that of the average 
family from which came the average 
control child. 

All children make collections of stamps, 
birds eggs, shells, or other things. The 
type of the collection changes with the 
changing age of the child. The superior 
children made one and three-fourths 
times as many collections as did the 
controls. Of the collections those of the 
superior children were of scientific in- 
térest twice as often as were those of 
other children. 

The study indicated that special mu- 
sical talent developed early in life. Spe- 
cial talent in drawing, painting, and 
modeling—late.

A Household Slave. 

-A series of articles’ which appeared 
recently in the Atlantic Monthly, 
signed “ Alice Thornton,” are believed 
to have been written by Miss Lusk.

The 
writer declares that she was practi- 
cally a household slave of prison offi- 
cials. 

Miss Lusk is in improved health 
now, the governor said. He said that 
since her release she has conducted 
herself in a manner compatible with 
good citizenship, and has fulfilled all 
the conditions imposed on her. 

“Under the law, counting time off 
for good behavior, she has about one 
year remaining before the expiration 
of her sentence,” Gov. Blaine said. 
“Under these circumstances, society 
gains nothing by holding over her the 
sentence imposed,” / 

Killed Doctor’s Wife. 

Miss Lusk shot and killed the wife 
of Dr. David Roberts at Waukesha in 
1917 because she loved the woman's 
husband. With the disclosures at the 


time of her trial Dr. Roberts was sen- 
tenced for a year on a statutory of- 
fense. 

Gov. Blaine also announced that he 
had granted a pardon to George 
Shields, Boscobel policeman, convicted 
of assault with intent to do bodily 
harm in a row with members of the 
Ku Klux Kian during a kilan parade. 

The conviction of Shields was up- 
held by the Supreme court but he 
remained at liberty under a reprieve 
and his pardon comes without having 
served any part of his sentence. 

“With my knowledge of the history 
of the klan, its teachings of hatred, 
its production of bloodshed and mur- 
der, I will not discourage the peace 
officers of this state in preserving the 
traditional history of our state for law 
and order,” Gov.

“Twenty-Five Years.” It is not in any 
sense an autobiography. It is the most 
impersonal work that I, for one, have 
ever come upon.

He apologizes 
for the mention of his wife’s death and 
says that he intrudes it only because 
it had a serious effect upon him as a 
minister. He barely mentions his 
brother’s death, and the fact of his

the press. Stevenson has always been 
one of the most popular of “ subscrip- 
tion”’ authors—as many sets of Stev- 
enson have been sold as something to 
put on the library shelves, or to fill up 
space, or whatever people buy fancy 
sets for, as any other. The nearest he 
has come to being some one to tuck 
away in a pocket or in a crowded bag 
was a charming little edition called 
the Turner reprints, which included 
only a few of the Stevenson items and 
a red leather edition, pretty dressy for 
every day use. 

He has now been put into a good 

serviceable cloth binding, printed on 
thinnish, though not Bible, paper, and 
bound in a size which cries to be car- 
ried about. The chief advantage of 
the new edition is not only that it is 
compact and that it is cheap—only 90 
cents the volume—and that it may be 
bought a volume at a time, but that it 
contains every possible bit of Steven- 
soniana available at the moment, and 
a few poems not previously published 
anywhere.

Maj. John L. Griffith, athletic com- 
missioner of the western conference, 
has combated professionalism in school 
sports for many years... He. believes 
college athletics .are threatened now, 
more than ever, with the danger of 
becoming professionalized through the 
efforts of big promoters to hire the 
college stars. The Tribune asked Maj. 
Grifith to explain his stand. He does 
so in the following article. 


BY MAJ. J. L. GRIFFITH. 
[Reprinted from yeéterday’s late editions.] 
For my part, I believe that we 
have a place for professional athletics. 


baseball leagues are good citizens, and 
their exhibitions furnish fine enter- 
tainment for the sDectators. I doubt, 
however, if many people would recom- 
mend that we should hire our players 
in the schools and colleges and sell 
them and transfer them as the players 
in the big leagues are gold and trans- 
ferred. 

Others who would not approve of 
hiring the school and college boys 
would favor allowing these men _ to 
make all the monéy that they can 
through their athletics elsewhere. Stil! 
others would permit the professional 
baseball players to play football and 
baskethall and not to play baseball on 
the college teams. 


Some years ago when we had no 
serious professional problem in the 
colleges I did not favor a rule that 
would disqualify a boy who had taken 
some money for playing in a ball game. 
That was in the days when compara- 
tively few men played real profes- 
sional ball, and then later played 
on their college teams. 
Pro Has Big Advantage. 
With the growth of professional 


' football and basketball, however we 


were confronted with a new problem. 
It would be manifestly unfair to allow 
the baseball boys to market their ath- 
letic skill if we did not extend the same 
privilege to the football and basketball 
men and if all of our athletes were 
permitted to go into the open market 
and sell their wares, I am sure that 
in a short time our college sports 
would become a thing of the past. To- 


| day I am convinced that it is neces- 


sary for us to draw a hard and fast 
line between amateur an 
athletics and * am going to give you a 
few of the reasons why I feel this 
way. 1 :: 

in the first place, if a boy makes a 
business of playing ®aseball or foot- 
ball, he has an advantage over the 
man who does not. To illustrate, we

This brings up another side of the 


d professiona! } question which is this—that sports that 


are largely amateur are. ng, for 
instance, golf, tennis, football, basket- 
ball, and track, while the professional 
sports, boxing, wrestling, and baseball, 
are not keeping pace with these others 
as judged by the numbers of players 
taking part in the games. There can 
be put one conclusion, namely, that 
when a sport become highly profes- 
sionalized the game suffers. 
Amateurism is an ideal. That is 
why it is so hard to define and I like 
to think that a half a million boys are 
playing football. this fall not because 


they are paid to do it but because 


they like the rough and manly sports, 
because they believe that in these 
games they can fight for a principle 
and represent their institutions, Much 
of the interest in football: would -be 
lost if the spectators thought that in 
each game they were witnessing per- 
formances put on their hired men.
